MONTANA.  WILD  FLOWERS. 

Dear  Editor:— I  wish  all  the  flower-lovers  could 
see  the  grand  display  of  wild  flowers  we  have 
here  in  western  Montana.  During  the  spring 
the  foot-hills,  roadsides  and  pastures  are  aglow 
with  yellow,  blue  and  white.  Almost  every  one 
seems  to  try  to  crowd  out  and  outshine  the 
others.  First  we  have  what  we  call  the  Butter- 
cup, a  flower  a  half  inch  across,  and  grows  some- 
what Like  a  winter  Aconite,  which  perhaps  it  is. 
As  soon  as  the  snow  is  melted  the  roadsides  and 
meadows  are  yellow  with  its  waxy  golden  flow- 
ers, 

A  bulbous  plant  blooms  at  the  same  time  and 
has  flowers  with  three  petals  curiously  marked, 
like  the  picture  of  a  Calochortus.  Soon  after 
comes  a  beautiful  blue  flower  with  petals  an  inch 
long  and  nearly  as  wide,  with  a  large  yellow 
center.  We  call  it  the  Easter  flower,  because  it 
blooms  at  Easter  time. 

Then  there  are  the  blue  Lupins,  and  three  or 
four  kinds  of  ltoht  yellow  flowers,  blue,  white 
and  yellow  Violets,  and  dotted  here  and  there  on 
the  hillsides  and  in  gulches  are  great  Sarvisberry 


bushes,  loaded  during  April  with  laeir  nice, 
white  blossoms. 

By  the  time  these  are  all  through  blooming  the 
foot-hills  ere  yellow  with  a  plant  that  grows  only 
a  foot  high,  with  light  green,  arrow-shaped 
leaves,  and  lowers  like  a  .mall  Sunflower.  Then 
there  are  the  blue  Brodiraas  and  four  other  kinds 
of  blue  Cjwers,  and  cix"  kinds  of  white  flowers, 
and  a  plant  with  iibliage  something  like  Portu- 
laca  and  spikes  of  yellow  flowers,  and  Fire  on  the 
Mountains ;  yellow  flowers  like  Buttercups,  and 
rose-colored  Ooid  white  wild  Geraniuras,  v/ild  Peas 
with  long  _pikes  of  Mue,  pink  and  vhite  flowers, 
and  in  June  the  ^pastures  are  decked  with  Bitter- 
root  flowers.  They  ..re  three  inches  across,  with 
silky  pink  petals.  At  the  same  time  there  are 
bunches  of  Prickly  Pear  Cactus  with  silky  yellow 
flowers,  and  the  Tree  Cypress  with  pretty  long 
red  flowers,  and  pink  Baby  Hollyhocks,  and  deli- 
cate Blue  Bells,  and  a  Grass  with  purple  flowers, 
Wild  Rcses,  Musk  Plants  and  Sword  Ferns. 
Later  on  we  have  blue  Daisies,  and  the  woods 
are  full  of  Clematis  Virginiana. 

Along  the  canyons  and  in  the  gulches  are  great 
patches  of  Syringas,  and  I  once  saw  a  big  patch 
of  Spirea  growing  wild.  We  also  have  great 
ponds  of  Water  Lilies.      Mrs,  E.  M.  Williams.

ORNAMENTAL  BEETS. 


E  often  have  a  barren  spot  in  some  cor- 
ner, or  in  the  backyard,  where  a  big 
l/lj^  foliage  bed  of  the  coarser  plants  would 
*  prove  attractive,  and  there  are  no  plants 
more  desirable 
for  this  than 
the  Ornamental 
Beets.  They  are 
rare  in  this 
country , but 
when  better 
known  may  be- 
c  o  m  e  popular 
a  s  sub-tropical 
plants.  The  fol- 
lowing interest- 
ing notes  con- 
cerning  the 
Chilian  Beet  are 
taken  from  the 
English  Flower 
Garden,  and  will 
give  some  idea 
of  the  plants  and 
their  culture : 

"A  very  showy 
plant,  capable  of 
being  used  with 
good  effect  is  the 
Beta  cicla  varie-  ORNAMENTAl 
gata,  the  Chilian  Beet.  When  well  grown  the  leaves 
are  more  than  three  feet  long,  and  present  a  vivid 
and  most  striking  coloration.  Their  mid-ribs  are 
four  inches  or  more  across,  and  vary  from  a  dark, 
deep,  waxy  orange  to  vivid,  polished  crimson.  The 
splendid  hue  of  the  lower  part  of  the  leaf-stalks  flows 
on  towards  the  point,  and  spreads  in  smaller  streams 
through  the  main  veins  and  ramifications  of  the 
great  soft  blade  of  the  leaf,  which  is  often  one  foot 
and  even  fifteen  inches  in  diameter,  if  the  plant  be 
in  rich  ground.  The  under  sides  of  the  leaves  are 
st  richly  colored,  and  the  habit  such  that  these 


sides  are  well  seen.  It  requires  the  treatment  of  an 
annual— to  be  raised  in  a  gently  heated  frame,  and- 
afterwards  planted  out  in  very  rich  ground,  though 
it  may  also  be  kept  over  the  winter  in  pots.  It  varies 
a  good  deal  from  seeds,  and  the  most  striking  indi- 
viduals should  be  selected  before  the  plants  are  put 
out.  Used  sparingly  its  effect  would  perhaps  be 
more  telling  than  if  in  quantity." 

The  seeds  should  be  of  a  fine  strain,  and  the 
plants  selected  to  make  the  best  effect.  A 
large  bed  should  be  bordered  by  a  row  of  the 
Victoria  Beet  or  Dell's  Crimson-leaved  Beet. 
The  Chilian  is  a  Chard  and  does  not  produce 
thick  roots.  The  leaf-stems,  however,  may  be 
cooked  and  eaten  when  yeung  and  tender,  if 
desired.  ^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 

For  Graves.— The  oM-fashioned  hardy 
Myrtle  is  a  handsome  trailing  plant  that  will 
grow  well  in  sunshine  or  shade  and  stand 
drought  well,  blooming  freely  every  spring. 

It  is  a  pretty  ev- 
ergreen trailing 
plant  for  graves. 
The  hardy  spe- 
cies of  Sedum, 
known  as  Crow- 
foot, is  success- 
fully used  for  the 
same  purpose ; 
also  the  hardy 
purple  Verbena 
end  Saponaria 
ocymoides.  A 
pretty,  durable 
edging  peren- 
nial, bearing 
small  flowers 
throughout  the 
season  is  Tunica 
saxifraga.  For 
an  early  spring 
and  summer  dis- 
play Arabis  al- 
pina  is  splendid. 
A  clump  of  the 
CHILIAN  BEST.  plants  appears 

as  a  sheet  of  white  bloom  during  the  early 
part  of  the  season.  All  of  these,  except  the 
Myrtle  and  Sedum,  are  easily  raised  from  seeds. 

Impatiens  Suit  ani.— This  is  a  fine  ev- 
erblooming  plant,  suitable  for  pots  or  beds. 
The  flowers  are  single,  showy,  and  of  various 
bright  colors.  Plants  are  easily  raised  from 
seeds,  which  should  be  sown  in  a  box  of  po- 
rous soil  in  the  house.  Avoid  crowding,  as 
young  plants  are  liable  to  damp  off.

Clintonia  pulchella.— A  very  pretty 
little  plant  for  pots  is  Clintonia  pulchella, 
shown  in  the  engraving.  It  spreads  its  slen- 
der branches  gracefully,  and  bears  its  hand- 
somely marked 
flowers  in  profu- 
sion, always  elicit- 
ing the  admiration 
and  praise  of  those 
who  are  fond  of 
chaste  and  delicate 
plants.  As  will  be 
noticed,  the  plants 
and  flowers  are  not 
unlike  those  of  Lo- 
belia, and  as  they 
keep  in  bloom  for 
many  weeks  they 
are  very  desirable 
window  plants. 
Propagation  is  read-  CLINTONIA  PULCHELLA. 
ily  effected  by  seeds,  whick  are  small,  and 
must  be  sown  and  attended  with  care  to  get 
good  results.  They  are  plants  well  worth  the 
attention  of  the  amateur  florist,  and  should  be 
more  popular. 

Park"*  Star  Flower.— This  showy, 
free-blooming  plant  is  one  of  the  most  desira- 
ble for  summer  bedding.  Started  early  the 
seedlings  come  into  bloom  early  in  summer, 
while  the  plants  are  small,  and  continue  to 
grow  and  bloom  throughout  the  season,  often 
reaching  the  height  of  eight  or  ten  feet, 
branching  and  bearing  their  fragrant  flowers 
in  huge  panicles.  Even  a  small  group  of  this 
sub-tropical  plant  makes  a  fine  display  upon 
the  lawn.  * 


CANNAS. 


O  get  the  best  results  from  Cannas  the 
ll  roots  should  be  started  in  a  tray  placed 
in  a  frame,  or  in  tHe  house,  early  in 
spring,  and  transplanted  to  a  warm, 
sunny  bed  as  soon  as  danger  from  frost  is  past. 
Water  sparingly  till  the  sprouts  push  up,  then 
apply  water  liberally.  The  great  secret  in 
Canna  culture  is  to  plant  in  deep,  rich  soil  in 
a  sunny  exposure  and  water  liberally.  In 
Mexico,  where  Cannas  grow  wild,  the  Editor 
saw  a  swamp  covered  with  luxuriant  bloom- 
ing plants,  the  shallow  water  standing  about 
their  roots.  You  are  not,  therefore,  likely  to 
water  your  plants  too  liberally.  The  Crozy 
free-flowering  sorts  are  the  most  satisfactory 
for  bedding  purposes,  as  they  make  a  gorgeous 
display  of  both  foliage  and  flowers. 

Cultivate  the  soil,  and  as  soon  as  hot  weather 
comes  mulch  the  bed  liberally  with  stable  lit- 
ter. This  will  keep  the  earth  moist  and  cool 
about  the  roots,  as  well  as  act  as  a  fertilizer. 

Remove  the  flowers  as 
they  fade,  to  prevent  seed 
formation  and  prolong  the 
blooming  period.  When 
frost  nips  the  tops  cut 
them  off,  lift  the  clumps 
with  the  wet  soil  adhering 
to  them,  then  dry  well  and 
keep  in  a  frost-proof  room. 
A  cellar  is  often  too  cool 
and  close  to  winter  them 
in  satisfactorily.  Choice 
plants  can  be  kept  over  winter  safely  by  pot- 
ting them  in  the  autumn  and  keeping  them  in 
a  retired  place  in  the  plant  room,  watering 
just  enough  to  keep  them  in  a  growing  con- 
dition. 

The  plants  can  be  successfully  grown  from 
seeds,  and  seedlings  will  bloom  in  the  autumn, 
if  started  early.  Many  persons  recommend 
pouring  boiling  water  upon  the  seeds  and  al- 
lowing it  to  remain  upon  them  twenty-four 
hours  before  planting.  This  will  hasten  ger- 
mination. To  get  good  results  from  seedlings 
be  sure  that  the  seeds  are  of  a  first-class  strain 
or  saved  from  desirable  varieties.  By  plant- 
ing seeds  raised  by  hybridization  you  are  likely 
to  get  choice  new  varieties,  and  it  is  in  this 
way  that  all  of  the  finer  kinds  have  been 
produced.  The  work  is  interesting,  and  may 
be  engaged  in  by  the  amateur  as  well  as  the 
professional  florist. 

Everblooming  lMnk*.— The  new  Ev- 

erblooming  Pinks  surpass  the  old-fashioned 
kinds  in  size,  color  and  attractiveness  as  well 
as  in  blooming  quality.  The  plants  from 
early  spring-sown  seeds  sometimes  bloom  late 
in  the  fall  when  conditions  are  favorable. 
They  are  entirely  hardy,  however,  and  can  al- 
ways be»depended  upon  for  a  fine  display  of 
flowers  during  the  second  and  following  sea- 
sons, the  plants  continuing  in  bloom  more  or 
less  throughout  the  summer  and  fall.  They 
are  excellent  for  edging  beds  and  borders.

THE  CALIFORNIA  HYACINTH. 


If T  seems  strange  that  the  Ten  Weeks'  Stock, 
I  an  annual  so  nearly  perfect  in  all  the  ele- 
[i  ments  that  go  to  make  up  a  first-class 
flower,  should  be  so  rarely  found  in  the 
amateur's  garden.  The  plants  are  easily 
propagated  from  seeds,  grow  vigorously,  Come 
into  bloom  early,  and  bear  freely  and  contin- 
uously until  after  frost.  The  flowers  are  pro- 
duced in  showy  spikes,  are  of  fine  texture  and 
rich  colors,  and  are  deliciously  sweet-scented. 
Some  of  the  colors  are  odd,  as  ash  gray,  chest- 
nut brown  and  light  brown.  There  are  many 
bright  and  attractive  colors,  however,  ranging 
from  pure  white  to  glowing  scarlet,  crimson 
and  purple,  and  a  good  mixture  of  the  choicer 
varieties  will  yield  very  satisfactory  results. 
The  seeds  of  the  double  varieties  are  mostly 
saved  from  pot  plants  by  German  florists  who 
make  a  specialty  of  this  flower.  The  German 
strains  are,  therefore,  considered  very  reliable 
and  are  mostly  satisfactory. 

To  succeed  well  the  Ten  Weeks'  Stocks  are 
started  in  March  or  April,  in  a  window  box  or 
frame,  and  kept  in  a 
vigorous,  growing  con- 
dition until  transplant- 
ing time.  Avoid  crowd- 
ing, as  that  is  liable 
to  cause  damping  off, 
or  it  may  make  the 
plants  slender  and 
stunted,  and  when  they 
get  in  this  condition 
they  rarely  recover 
their  vigor.  Such 
plants,  too,  are  likely 
to  produce  only  single  1217  WEEKS*  STOCK, 
flowers.  Transplant  as  soon  as  the  weather 
becomes  settled,  watering  and  shading  well 
for  a  few  days  till  the  plants  become  estab- 
lished. Stir  the  soil  often  and  mulch  with 
stable  litter  as  warm  weather  comes.  Good 
cultivation  is  always  seen  in  the  crop  of  bloom. 
Neglect  will  show  in  inferior  flowers. 

The  Large-flowered  Pyramidal,  the  Wall- 
flower-leaved and  the  Giant  Perfection  varie- 
ties are  among  the  best  of  the  well-known 
Stocks  produced  in  Germany.  The  Dresden 
Perpetual  or  Branching  Stock,  a  recently  in- 
troduced strain,  is,  however,  superior  for  am- 
ateur cultivation,  as  it  comes  into  bloom  early, 
branches  freely,  and  bears  an  abundance  of 
bloom.  Princess  Alice,  the  white-flowered 
Variety,  is  shown  in  the  engraving  on  title 
page,  but  the  others  are  equally  as  handsome 
and  attractive. 

-  Asparagus.— The  genus  Asparagus,  em- 
bracing the  vegetable  Asparagus,  as  well  as 
A.  Sprengeri,  A.  plumosus  nanus,  and  other 
ornamental  species,  is  a  near  relative  of  the 
Lily  of  the  Valley,  Convallaria  majalis,  and 
belongs  with  it  to  the  tribe  Convallariae,  of 
the  Natural  Order  Liliacea?.  Other  relatives 
re  PolygonatuxB  and  Smilaciaa. 


G'AMASSIA  ESCULENT  A  is  often  known 
|  as  California  Hyacinth  because  of  its  re- 
|  semblance  to  a  huge  Hyacinth  when  seen 
at  a  distance.  It  is  the  finest  species 
found  in  the  genus,  and  is  readily  grown, 
either  in  pots  in  the  house  or  beds  in  the  gar- 
den. It  is  a  native  of  California  and  Wash- 
ington, and  formerly  grew  in  large  patches, 
making  the  landscape  blue  with  its  showy 
spikes  of  bloom.  Recently,  however,  it  has 
become  quite  scarce,  because  the  Indians  rel- 
ish it  as  food,  and  have  been  hunting  the 
bulbs  closely. 

The  flowers,  which  are  two  inches  across, 
and  of  a  fine  blue  shade,  are  produced  in  loose, 
erect  racemes  that  grow  from  one  to  three 
feet  high.  The  bulbs  are  an  inch  in  diameter, 
and  thrive  best  in  a  deep,  rich,  sandy  soil. 
Planted  out  in  groups  or  beds  the  plants  make 
a  fine  display  during  mid-summer.  They  are 
very  desirable  for  pots  in  the  house,  however, 
as  they  never  fail  to  throw  up  handsome 
trusses  of  bloom.  Being  rare  they  excite  a 
good  deal  of  interest  and  are  always  admired. 
If  the  stalks  are  cut  just  as  the  buds  begin  to 
open  the  flowers  will  develop  in  vases  of 
water,  and  will  thus  make  a  display  for  some 
days. 

When  grown  in  pots  the  treatment  is  just 
the  same  as  that  recommended  for  Dutch  Hy- 
acinths. The  bulbs  are  set  with  the  crown 
above  the  surface,  the  soil  being  light,  porous 
and  well-drained,  and  the  pots  are  set  away 
in  a  dark  place  till  roots  form,  then  they  are 
gradually  brought  to  the  light.  If  tall,  robust 
plants  are  desired  use  large  pots,  and  give  the 
plants  time  to  develop  large  roots.  If  you 
prefer  dwarf  plants,  however,  use  small  pots, 
and  let  them  crowd  the  roots.  Their  culture 
is  always  successful  if  a  little  care  is  given, 
and  this,  with  their  more  than  common 
beauty,  recommends  them  to  all. 

Lobster  Cactus.— To  have  the  Lobster 
Cactus  bloom  freely  it  should  be  kept  in  a 
rather  small  pot,  one  that  crowds  the  roots 
considerably.  Again  it  should  be  given  a  rest 
during  the  early  autumn,  allowing  the  soil  to 
become  almost  dry  and  remain  so  for  several 
weeks.  This  will  mature  the  branches,  and 
encourage  the  formation  of  buds.  Begin  wa- 
tering moderately  at  first  after  drying,  and 
keep  the  soil  moist  but  not  wet  until  the  flow- 
ers are  developed.  See  that  drainage  is  good, 
and  avoid  over-watering  or  keeping  the  soil 
too  wet.  Many  persons  water  too  freely  while 
the  plant  is  budding  and  blooming,  and  before 
they  are  aware  the  roots  have  rotted  and  the 
plant  begins  to  wither.  When  this  condition 
appears,  if  the  roots  are  gone  the  plant  may 
often  be  saved  by  cutting  the  plant  at  the 
base  and  inserting  the  parts  in  sand  or  porous 
soil,  keeping  it  moist  and  the  plant  shaded 
until  new  roots  form.  If  the  plants  are  shifted 
and  a  resting  period  is  not  given  then  they 
will  sometimes  fail  to  bloom.

PANSY  CULTURE, 


ABOUT  GRASSES. 


UKING  Spring  preparations  should  be 
made  for  new  Pansy  beds  or  removals  of 
the  old  ones.  If  the  former  work  is  to 
be  done  the  seeds  should  be  ordered  and 
sown  in  boxes  in  the  house  in  March,  then 
the  young  plants  will  be  large  enough  to 
transplant  as  soon  as  the  newly  prepared  bed 
is  well  settled  and  the  season  far  enough  ad- 
vanced. In  making  a  new  bed  it  will  pay  to 
remove  all  the  soil  and  fill  in  with  a  new  mix- 
ture through  and  through.  Save  the  old  sods 
taken  up  r.nd  lay  them  upside  down  in  the 
bottom  of  the  excavation.  Prepare  a  soil  of 
good  garden  earth  and  clean,  well-rotted  ma- 
nure, fully  one-third  of  the  latter.  An  excel- 
lent plan  is  to  fill  the  hole,  which  should  be 
fourteen  inches  deep,  with  four-inch  layers  of 
each  soil,  covering  each  layer  with  a  light 
sprinkling  of  clean  sand,  which  will  make  the 
soil  lighter.  Fill  heaping  full  and  let  it  settle 
for  several  days,  then  go  over  it  with  a  spading 
fork,  turning  it  well  up  and  mixing  it  thor- 
oughly. Then  let  it  settle  again  until  time  to 
put  the  plants  in.  It  will  need  no  further 
digging  for  that,  as  a  well-settled  bed  agrees 
better  with  the  young  rootlets  than  a  sort, 
loose  soil. 

Set  the  seedlings  a  foot  apart,  which  will 
allow  for  lifting  an  occasional  one  in  case  they 
crowd  each  other  too  closely  before  the  sum- 
mer is  over.  If  possible,  have  the  bed  on  an 
eastern  slope  where  only  the  morning  sun 
reaches  it,  as  that  is  the  very  best  location. 

Keep  the  flowerc  freely  cut— do  not  allow 
seeds  to  form.  Stir  the  surface  of  the  soil  each 
week.  Water  often,  in  the  evenings.  Keep 
an  eye  out  for  cut  worms,  especially  in  wet 
weather,  and  put  scraps  of  fly  paper  down  to 
catch  them  if  there  are  any  indications  of 
their  presence.  In  case  a  plant  grows 
"  leggy  "  dig  it  up,  trim  it  a  little  and  set  it  in 
again,  with  a  handful  of  fresh  soil  to  start  on, 
and  plant  it  deeper  than  before.  Nine  times 
in  ten  it  will  improve. 

Don't  think  of  economizing  by  buying  in- 
ferior coeds.  None  but  the  best  is  worth  hav- 
ing. So  get  that,  and  with  a  little  care  the 
result  will  repay  the  labor  and  expense  many 
times  over.

A  bou  t  Cosmos^- Last  year  I  sowed  seeds 
of  red  Cosmos  in  the  time  of  the  Apple  bloom, 
and  soon  had  plenty  of  fine,  large  plants. 
These  I  set  in  the  hot  sunshine  in  the  ground, 
and  gave  plenty  of  water.  They  were  soon 
quite  like  trees  in  stature  and  circumference. 
In  October  they  were  a  mass  of  bloom  for 
weeks,  some  pink,  some  red,  and  some  the 
purest  white,  which  were  best  of  all.  I  filled 
a  letter  with  blossoms  and  sent  to  my  daugh- 
ter in  Alaska,  and  she  received  it  five  months 
later  and  found  the  llowers  perfect  in  form 
and  color.

ET  me  institute  a  vigorous  protest  against 
the  advice  of  planting  Bermuda  Grass. 
I  recently  saw  this  advice  given  in  a 
floral  department  of  a  magazine,  and  I 
was  moved  to  an  indignant  protest.  The 
Grass  is  a  link  one,  and  every  link  will  root, 
therefore  when  once  it  gets  into  a  lawn  it  is 
simply  impossible  to  eradicate  it.  'In  spite  of 
care  it  becomes  a  brown,  ragged  mass,  often 
too  thick  to  cut  with  a  lawn  mower.  One 
cannot  burn  off  the  brown,  dead  grass  and  give 
the  roots  a  chance  to  send  up  a  new  green 
growth,  as  there  will  be  a  mat  of  green 
below  the  brown.  Bermuda  Grass  has  become 
a  pest  to  California  lawns.  It  will  drive  out 
Clover  and  Blue  Grass  in  short  order.  Every- 
where one  sees  lawns  deeply  ploughed,  and 
one  knows  the  owners  are  trying  to  get  rid 
of  the  Bermuda  Grass.  These  lawns  will  be 
planted  in  Blue  Grass,  and  in  three  years  time 
the  Bermuda  has  killed  it  off. 

It  will  seem  strange  to  easterners  to  know 
that  there  is  no  grass  in  Southern  California 
except  that  which  is  cared  for  on  lawns.  For 
this  reason  a  fine  lawn  is  as  much  desired  as  a 
fine  house.  The  native  "grass"  is  called  Al- 
filera.  It  is  a  lovely  green,  and  springs  up 
everywhere  as  soon  as  the  first  rains  come, 
and  flourishes  finely  all  winter,  growing  knee 
high.  I  never  saw  stock  fatten  so  rapidly  in 
the  East  as  they  dp  here  during  the  winter, 
when  they  feed  off  of  Alfilera,  and  I  never 
truly  saw  cream,  Jersey  cows  not  excepted, 
until  after  the  rains- began,  and  the  cows  were 
turned  out  on  Alfilera.  Ranchers  say  it  is  the 
richest  feed  in  the  world,  and  I  am  inclined 
to  believe  it.  Alfilera  has  a  tap  root  and  a 
long,  fuzzy  stem,  from  which  grow  broad 
leaves  in  pairs.  The  whole  grows  much  as  the 
Dandelion  does,  and  that  reminds  me  that 
this  dear  old  flower  is  only  seen  here  where  it 
is  carefully  cultivated.  When  the  rains  cease 
the  Alfilera  dries  up,  and  the  earth  becomes 
brown  and  bare.

ACALYPHA  SANDERIAM, 


AM  prejudiced  against  novelties,  for  so 
many  have  been  such  failures !  So,  when 
an  Acalypha  Sanderiana  or  "Chenille 
—  Plant "  came  as  an  extra  this  spring,  I 
set  it  in  a  five-inch  pot  of  ordinary  soil,  buried 
it  under  the  Snowball  in  the  garden,  and  for- 
got all  about  it,  until  the  Only  Man  asked  the 
name  of  that  44  plant  with  flowers  like  big  red 
caterpillars."  It  was  immediately  given  a 
place  of  honor  in  the  northwest  sitting  room, 
where  it  attracts  the  attention  of  every  caller 
by  its  vivid  green  leaves  and  long  crimson 
44  tails."  My  neighbor  calls  it  44  the  happy 
plant,"  and  it  does  look  cheery,  I  acknowl- 
edge. So  far.  no  insects  have  touched  it,  and 
it  has  one  qualification  that  may  seem  peculiar 
to  those  who  have  plenty  of  room  and 
strength.  So  many  plants,  if  they  are  thrifty, 
grow  so  rapidly  that  in  a  year  or  two  one  must 
give  a  whole  window  to  one  plant  and  call  in 
the  men  to  lift  it ;  but  the  Chenille  Plant  ex- 
pends its  vigor  on  its  blooms,  being  never 
without  a  flower.  Mine  is  now  in  its  original 
pot  and  only  nine  inches  high,  yet  it  has  five 
glowing  chenilles,  measuring  in  all  two  feet 
and  five  inches.  Do  you  know  any  other  win- 
dow plant  so  floriferous  ?  It  is  one  novelty 
which  is  all  the  catalogues  say.

By  all  means  pro- 
cure a  plant  of  this  desirable  Begonia  as  soon 
as  you  can.

TRANSPLANTING  GLOXINIAS. 


OST  of  the  pot  plants  grown  in  America 
are  such  as  are  not  hardy  and  do  not 
succeed  in  the  garden,and  it  is  especially 
rare  to  find  a  hardy  perennial  used  for 
window  decoration.  In  ~- 
Europe  the  hardy 
plants  are  common  in 
plant  windows,  and 
many  of  them  make  a 
gorgeous  and  brilliant 
display. 

In  Paris  a  favorite 
hardy  plant  for  pots  is 
Campanula  pyramid- 
alis.  The  Parisian  flor- 
ists understand  its  cul- 
ture well,  and  the 
specimens  offered  in 
the  flower  markets  are 
exceedingly  handsome. 
They  are  grown  from 
seeds  which  are  sown 
in  the  Spring,  and  the 
plants  are  wintered  in 
cold  frames.  They  are 
then  potted  in  pots 
from  five  to  seven 
inches  in  diameter,  and 
kept  in  partial  shade, 
plunged  in  eoal  ashes. 
Thejplants  come  into 
bloom  in  July  or  Au- 
gust, and  remain  in 
bloom  for  several 
weeks.  The  colors  are 
blue  and  white,  and 
the  improved  or  com- 
pact-growing variety  is 
preferred  for  pot  cul- 
ture, the  plants  grow- 
ing only  from  two  to 
three  feet  high  instead 
of  from  five  to  seven 
feet  high,  the  common 
growth  of  the  older  va- 
rieties under  good  con- 
ditions. The  engraving 
on  this  page  will  give 
some  idea  of  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  plant  in 
bloom.  The  ease  with 
which  this  Campanula 
may  be  grown  from 
seeds,  its  hardiness  and 
thrifty  habit,  and  its 
general  beauty  all  rec- 
ommend it  to  those 
who  love  summer-blooming  pot  plants.  It 
can  also  be  successfully  grown  in  the  garden 
beds  iri  a  situation  where  the  plants  will  be 
shaded  during  the  heat  of  the  day.  Where 
the  climate  is  very  severe  the  plants  should  be 
protected  during  the  winter  by  a  covering  of 
|  evergreen  boughs.

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PROPAGATING  ROSES. 


OUR  Rose  garden  has  been  very  fine  this 
year,  and  I  am  cutting  some  immense 
roses  now.  The  beds  were  carefully  pre- 
prred  and  well  drained  and  with  well 
enriched  soil  were  ready  for  planting.  Last 
spring  I  bought  over  eighty  fine  two-year-old 
Roses  from  different  greenhouses,  getting  the 
cream  of  both  old  and  new  varieties,  fine, 
large  strong  plants,  and  I  pride  myself  on  the 
selection,  growth  and  culture  of  these  Roses. 
This  coming  spring  1  shall  double  that  and 
lay  out  a  fine  Rose  garden.  I  have  now  root- 
ing over  a  hundred  Rose  cuttings.  Good, 
strong  cuttings  of  well-matured  wood  are  se- 
lected any  time  from  the  15th  of  September 
till  the  last  week  in  October.  Mine  have 
now  been  down  about  two  weeks,  and  are 
as  fresh  looking  as  when  cut  off.  I  plant  the 
cuttings  three  inches  deep  where  they  are  to 
grow,  placing  a  little  sand  at  the  base  of  each 
cutting.  I  press  the  soil  down  firmly,  then 
place  over  each  cutting  a  fruit  jar,  draw  up 
the  soil  around  the  jar  until  about  half  way, 
water  and  leave  them  to  take  care  of  them- 
selves, unless  the  weather  is  dry,  then  they 
must  be  watered.  As  cold  weather  ap- 
proaches place  some  well-rotted  manure 
about  the  jar,  giving  an  additional  covering 
as  the  weather  grows  more  severe,  until  you 
have  filled  up  to  the  bottom  of  the  jar.  Keep 
this  on  till  all  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  in 
spring,  then  remove  the  manure,  and  later  on 
the  jars.

Starting  Seedlings.— When  planting 
seeds  of  Geraniums,  Cannas,  Japan  Morning 
Glories,  or  any  seeds  the  plants  from  which 
are  a  little  difficult  to  transplant,  or  which 
are  desired  to  be  of  large  size  when  trans- 
planting time  comes,  try  filling  pasteboard 
boxes  (two-pound  oatmeal  packages  cut  into 
halves  are  fine),  with  rich  loam,  and  planting 
the  seeds  therein.  The  plants  can  be  allowed 
to  get  quite  large,  then  before  transplanting 
soak  the  soil  well,  prepare  your  place,  tear 
the  pasteboard  box  from  around  the  soil,  and 
you  will  have  the  nicest  square  of  rooty  soil 
3'ou  may  wish  for.  These  are  extra  nice  for 
starting  Dahlia,  Canna,  Tuberose  or  Madeira 
tubers  in.  The  great  objection  to  them  is  the 
room  they  take,  but  one  can  make  room  for 
at  least  a  few  to  nave  extra  nice  plants.

Starting  Geranium  Slips.— Perhaps

Geranium  slips  should  be  of  the  old  growth, 
but  the  tender  slips  root  much  more  readily. 
Put  them  in  good  dirt,  pressed  firmly  about 
them,  water  well,  then  set  in  a  partial  shade 
and  water  no  more  until  top  of  dirt  looks 
dry.  I  always  take  a  slip  with  a  heel  of  the 
old  growth  on  it  and  put  in  good  sandy  dirt, 
well  pressed  around  them,  then  keep  wet  and 
in  the  hot  sun  all  day  Aunt  Nan.

CANDLE  CACTUS. 

N  the  Magazine  for  November  H.  8. 
Nichols  inquires  for  the  botanical  name 
[|  of  Candle  Cactus,  giving  an  illustration 
and  description  of  his  plant.  Although 
our  Editor,  who  is  usually  so  correct,  gave  it 
the  name  of  Cocoloba  platyclada,  I  think 
the  correct  name  is  Kleinia  articulata.  The 
sketch  fairly  represents  either  plant.  I  have 
both,  the  Cocoloba  and  Kleinia.  How  does 
the  following  description  agree  with  your 
plant?  Stem  round,  three-eigths  to  five- 
eigths  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  Color  a  gray- 
green  or  olive-green.  At  short  distances 
apart  on  the  stem  are  little  scars,  left  by  the 
leaves  that  have  dropped  off.  Leaves  similar 
in  color  to  the  stems,  sometimes  purplish 
underneath ;  petioled  and  lobed,  and  some- 
times divided  at  the  base.  Flowers  yellow 
and  somewhat  resembling  a  small  Dandelion. 

The  Kleinias  belong  to  the  composite  fam- 
ily, the  same  family  as  the  Daisy,  Marigold, 
Cineraria,  Sunflower,  etc.  They  are  natives 
of  the  Canary  Islands,  where  they  grow 
around  the  rocky  seashores. 

There  are  several  species  of  more  or  less 
curious  growth  that  make  pretty  pot  plants. 
All  are  easily  cultivated  in  a  sandy  soil,  with 
care  in  regard  to  watering.  All  are  easily 
propagated  from  cuttings  in  sand.

ABOUT  PANSIES. 

BO  not  make  the  mistake  of  thinking  the 
1  shape  of  the  bed  is  of  more  importance 
'  than  the  plants  the  bed  contains.  Let 
the  bed  be  simple  in  form,  but  be  sure  you 
have  the  best  of  seeds.  Few  will  notice  the 
form  of  your  bed,  but  they  will  be  sure  to  re- 
mark on  the  size  of  your  beautiful  flowers, 
also  their  brilliant  and  varied  colors.  It  is 
a  very  pretty  idea  to  have  a  bed  of  pure 
white,  one  of  blue,  one  of  yellow  and  so  on 
through  the  great  scope  of  colors.  At  any 
rate,  do  not  have  half-a-dozen  different 
colors  in  one  bed,  unless  you  are  sure  they 
harmonize  in  color.  Nothing  is  more  jarring 
to  the  artistic  sense  of  the  true  Pansy  lover 
than  a  conglomerate  map  of  colors  placed 
without  any  reference  to  harmony.  I  can 
heartily  recommend  Reamer's  Giant  Pansies. 
No  ordinary  seeds  will  give  the  grand  blooms 
produced  by  this  German  strain.  In  size, 
form  and  color  they  excel  all  others.  In 
hundreds  of  plants  you  will  not  be  likely

to  get  one  poor  flower,  while  the  ordinary 
seeds  yield  plants  that  produce  scarcely  any- 
thing else.  Choose  northern  exposure  if  pos- 
sible for  your  Pansy  bed,  but  let  it  also  be  an 
open  one,  where  the  air  will  circulate  freely, 
as  Pansies  will  not  thrive  in  a  close  corner. 
They  will  grow  in  almost  any  soil,  but  will 
fairly  revel  in  a  very  rich,  sandy  soil.  Do 
not  plant  too  close  together.  One  would  be 
surprised  to  see  how  much  space  a  fine, 
healthy  plant  will  cover,  and  the  flowers  are 
much  larger  and  more  brilliant  if  not  crowd- 
ed. They  should  be  set  at  least  eight  inches 
apart.  They  may  be  used  as  edging  plants 
for  beds  with  good  results,  if  the  colors  in 
the  bed  are  such  as  harmonize  with  them. 
You  can  lengthen  the  blooming  period  as 
long  as  you  will,  by  keeping  the  flowers 
picked  every  day,  as  their  destiny  is  the  for- 
mation of  seeds,  and  as  long  as  the  flowers 
are  kept  picked  no  seeds  can  form.  If  al- 
lowed to  bear  seeds  your  bloom  will  soon 
cease.

A  child  will  grow  up  with  weak  and 
small  bones  or  strong  and  sturdy  frame, 
depending  on  the  kind  of  food  given.

That's 
when  the  delicate  little  plant  needs  the 
tenderest  care.  A  well  known  lady  of 
Calistoga,  Calif.,  says:  "About  two  years 
ago  my  little  niece  was  taken  sick. 
"When  medical  aid  was  called  one  physi- 
cian pronounced  the  case  curvature  of 
the  spine ;  another  called  it  softening  of 
the  bones  and  gave  but  little  hope  of  her 
recovery.

HILE  every  flower-lover  possesses  at 
least  a  half-dozen   Gladiolus  bulbs, 
and  many  gardens  rejoice  in  hundreds 
of  kinds  and  varieties,  comparatively 
few  know  the  history  of  this  floral  favorite. 
The  Gladiolus,  sometimes  called  Sword  Lily  or 


Corn  Flag,  was  at  first  found 
in  ninety  novelties,  fifty  of 
which  were  from  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  the  remaining 
forty  in  Africa,  Persia,  Eu- 
rope and  one  species  in  Great 
Britian. 

The  original  Gladiolus 
eardinalis,  could  not  be  kept 
during  the  winter  in  cold 
countries,  hut  from  them 
came  Gladiolus  gandavensis, 
and  later  these  were  sup- 
planted by  Gladiolus 
Lemoinei,  a  superior  bulb 
with  richer  markings  and 
finer  shape. 

It  is  said  that  the  Gladiolus 
Childsi,  a  new  strain  from 
gandavensis  and  Sandersoni, 
was  purchased  from  their 
originator,  Max  Leichetlin 
of  Germany,  for  $20,000,  and 
that  they  have  been  improv- 
ed during  the  past  year.  In 


size  and  brilliancy  they  ex-  gladiolus. 
eel    any  other  sort,  but  the  bulbs  do  not 
multiply  rapidly,  and  the  stems  need  support, 
as  they  are  too  frail  to  bear  the  heavy  blos- 
soms which  distinguish  this  species.

EiPATORIUM  PURPXJREUM. 

BUPATORIUM  PURPUREUM  or  Jo- 
pye-weed  is  a  superb  plant  for  the 
lawn  or  hardy  border,  and  when  in 
bloom  is  as  striking  as  some  trop- 
ical plants  that  are  sought  after.  I  pro- 
cured plants  that  grew  in  swampy  and  dry 
places,  and  they  seemed  to  do  equally  well  in 
my  garden.  They  do  best  where  the  sun 
gets  at  them  all  day,  but  will  do  fairly  well 
in  partial  shade.  Those  in  my  garden  bloom 
a  little  earlier  than  those  in  the  meadows, 
and  develop  larger  heads  of  bloom.  In  the 
vicinity  of  Lake  Erie  this  species  belongs  to 
August,  and  by  the  first  of  September  the 
bloom  and  foliage  look  rather  scaly,  and 
should  be  cut  down.

Mr.  Editor:— There  are  some  plants  that  over- 
come such  difficulties  as  little  sunlight,  slender 
pocketbooks  and  limited  time  for  care,  and  the 
woman  who  loves  flowers  need  not  be  deprived 
of  the  comfort  of  a  pretty  window  garden  by  any 
of  these  causes.  A  Geranium  or  two,  with  good 
care  in  summer  and  fall,  will  blossom  profusely 
if  set  right  next  to  the  window  glass.

CJLLLA.  treatment. 


Dear  Mr.  Park:— I  have  had  such  fine  success 
in  my  treatment  of  the  Calla  Lily  that  I  want  the 
readers  of  your  valuable  little  Magazine  to  have 
the  benefit  of  my  plan.  I  see  and  hear  so  much 
complaint  of  the  Calla  not  blooming.  I  never 
had  a  really  fine  specimen  until  this  summer. 
Several  years  ago  I  made  an  exchange  with  a 
friend  in  California.  Among  other  things  he 
sent  me  a  Giant  Calla.  The  bulb  was  small,  and 
the  first  year  it  did  not  bloom  at  all,  but  several 
small  ones  came  up  around  it.  I  did  the  regula- 
tion drying  oflf  in  June  by  turning  the  bucket 
over  in  the  shade,  and  in  September  would  repot 
in  fresh  soil  again.  They  would  grow  and  bloom 
once  in  a  while,  but  were  not  giants  by  any 
means.  So,  last  fall  I  potted  them  as  usual.  I 
had  quite  a  bucketful  by  this  time.  They  began 
to  bloom  about  Christmas,  but  the  blooms  were 
small.  In  March  I  carried  them  outdoors,  loos- 
ened the  dirt  around  them,  slipped  them  out  of 
the  bucket,  and  divided  and  set  them  in  the 
ground.  It  did  not  check  them  at  all,  and  in  a 
short  time  I  never  saw  such  blooms  or  leaves. 
One  clump  was  three  feet  high,  and  had  several 
blooms  open  at  the  same  time.  Even  the  smaller 
bulbs  bloomed,  but  of  course  the  blooms  were  not 
so  large.  They  kept  on  blooming  until  in  July. 
Our  summer  was  very  dry,  and  the  Callas  gradu- 
ally died  down  and  nothing  showed  where  they 
had  been .  Friends  coming  in  who  had  seen  them 
would  say  "Oh,  why  did  you  let  your  lovely  Cal- 
las die  ?  "  I  told  them  they  were  *'  not  dead,  but 
sleeping."  In  September  I  dug  them  up  and  pot- 
ted them.  They  were  firm  and  sound,  and  had 
already  commenced  to  grow.  In  a  very  few  days 
they  were  up,  and  now  look  as  if  they  would  be 
larger  than  ever.  The  advantage  of  my  plan  is 
that  they  are  no  trouble  after  being  put  in  the 
ground.  The  rain  we  usually  have  gives  the  re- 
quisite amount  of  water.  Then  the  large,  fleshy 
roots  are  not  broken  and  shriveled  as  in  the  old 
way.  This  may  be  old  to  some  people,  but  I  have 
never  seen  it  recommended,  so  I  give  it  for  what 
it  is  worth.

Dear  Mr.  Park:— I  wish  to  say  a  word  for  the 
Periwinkle.  I  kept  three  in  my  window  last 
winter.  I  put  them  out  in  the  yard  when  danger 
of  frost  was  past.  They  have  heen  a  mass  of 
white  flowers  all  summer,  and  are  more  than 
three  feet  across.  I  have  a  dozen  plants  in  the 
house  for  next  Spring.  Also  seedlings  of  Sweet 
Alyssum,  a  favorite  little  annual,  because  of  its 
fragrance  and  abundance  of  bloom.  I  bought  a 
Calla  bulb  and  put  it  in  rich  soil  with  coarse  sand 
next  the  bulb,  and  put  it  in  a  dark  closet  in  the 
dining  room,  then  brought  it  gradually  to  the 
light  and  sunshine.  Now  it  has  a  dozen  large 
green  leaves,  and  a  flower  bud  peeping  out.  I 
set  it  in  a  dishpan  of  hot  water  two  or  three  times 
a  week.  When  the  weather  is  very  cold  I  keep 
the  lamp  burning  all  night  in  the  midst  of  my 
flowers.  We  have  one  Cape  Jasmine  that  has 
bloomed  all  summer.  It  is  full  of  buds  now,  and 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  The  Rose 
bushes  are  full  of  buds  and  open  flowers.

Dear  Mr.  Park:— I  have  wanted  to  write  a  long 
time  to  tell  you  how  beautiful  my  Tuberous  Be- 
gonias are.  One,  a  rosy  pink,  is  perfectly  double 
and  as  large  as  a  Poppy.  The  orange-scarlet  has 
flowers  almost  too  large.  I  enclose  the  last  one 
picked,  which  is  quite  a  curiosity,  as  it  has 
a  miniature  flower  in  the  center  of  the  large 
flower.  My  Gloxinias  have  not  bloomed  yet,  as 
I  got  them  too  late.  One  of  the  tubers  looked 
wilted  and  did  not  show  any  life  for  more  than  a 
month.  Then  I  brought  the  pot  indoors  and  set 
in  an  east  window,  where  it  soon  showed  it  was 
alive.  The  leaves  are  much  finer  on  that  plant, 
being  like  velvet,  so  I  expect  prettier  bloom  from 
it. 

Jessie  Lynch  advises  patience  with  Date  seeds, 
but  there  is  no  need  for  that.  If  the  sisters  will 
scratch  the  back  or  smooth  side  of  the  seed  till 
the  kernel  is  seen  their  patience  will  not  be  taxed.

Dear  Mr.  Park :— My  Water  Lilies,  grown  from 
seeds,  were  a  great  success  last  year.  I  sowed 
seven  seeds  in  a  tumbler  filled  one-third  with 
loam.  After  sowing,  some  sand  was  sprinkled 
over  to  keep  the  seeds  from  floating,  and  the 
tumbler  was  filled  with  water,  always  kept 
setting  it  through  the  day  on  a  south  window, 
where  the  hot  sunshine  reached  it,  and  near  to 
the  stove  at  night.  I  sowed  them  April  3rd,  and 
as  the  plants  appeared  I  put  them  in  thumb 
pots  and  set  each  in  a  tumbler  of  warm  water. 
I  gave  my  brother  three  of  the  plants,  and  he 
put  therrfin  half  a  hogshead  filled  two-thirds 
full  of  very  rich  dirt,  with  water  over  all.  They 
looked  forlorn  at  first,  but  soon  began  to  grow, 
and  by  August  7th  began  to  bloom.  The  flowers 
were  as  large  as  saucers,  and  at  one  time  there 
were  fourteen  flowers  open.  There  were  two 
shades  of  blue,  and  the  display  was  fine.  The 
tub  of  Water  Lilies  attracted  more  attention 
than  any  other  group  of  flowers  on  the  place. 
They  were  lovely,  and  I  advise  all  of  my  friends 
to  invest  in  a  packet  of  Water  Lilies  this  season.

But 
after  all,  how  shall  I  convey  an  idea  of  the  be- 
wildering beauty  of  the  Chrysanthemums, 
Roses,  Carnations  and  Orchids?  Florists  from 
far  and  near  sent  their  finest  specimens.  We 
were  promised  a  sight  of  Chrysanthemums 
sixteen  inches  across.  I  did  not  see  any  meas- 
ured, but  there  were  some  mammoth  blossoms. 
Being  so  late  (Nov.)  there  were  not  so  many 
flowers  as  there  would  have  been  earlier  in  the 
season.  President  Roosevelt  sent  twelve  speci- 
men plants  from  the  White  House  conservatory. 
~i  Then  in  the  rear  of  the  hall,  back  of  the  floral 
display,  there  was  a  reproduction  of  Washing- 
ton's Mt.  Vernon  home. 

The  great  lesson  to  be  learned  from  the  show, 
the  great  fact  apparent,  was  the  grand  result  of 
care  and  cultivation.  Out  in  my  yard  scores  of 
Chrysanthemums  were  lifting  their  brave, 
cheery  faces  to  the  November  sky ;  but  how 
dwarfed  they  seemed  when  compared  to  the 
florist's  pampered  pets. 

For  me  there  are  not  likely  to  be  many  more 
springs  and  summers  of  greenness,  bloom  and 
fragrance,  and  shall  I  believe  there  is  nothing 
of  the  flower  but  its  transient  loveliness?  Or 
shall  I  believe  that  its  beauty  that  seems  so  real, 
may  after  all  be  only  the  symbol  of  the  real  ? 
The  Saviour  said,  I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the 
branches.  Did  he  not  teach  us  that  the  objects 
of  the  natural  world  were  only  symbols  of 
things  unseen  and  real?  One  thing  we  know, 
the  same  Life  broods  over  the  natural  and 
spiritual  worlfls.  Dear  Mr.  Park,  along  with 
the  other  friends.  I  bid  you  God  speed;  your 
mission  is  one  of  brightness  and  sweetness,  and 
I  believe  you  are  faithfully  doing  your  best.

AH  OUT  CALlFOIiAIA. 


Mr.  Editor: — The  man  who  talked  to  Ye  Editor 
about  California  lacked  tact.  What  he  desired 
to  convey  was  an  idea  of  the  great  production  of 
Citrus  fruit  this  past  year  in  our  Southern  State. 
The  growers  would  have  made  fortunes  had  the 
railroads  been  competent  to  handle  the  crop.  As 
it  was  the  growers  made  big  money,  but  to  lose 
thousands  of  dollars  through  poor  traffic  service 
was  enough  to  dishearten  the  bravest. 

Let  me  tell  you  what  a  person  with  good  judg- 
ment and  business  ability  can  do  when  he  under- 
stands a  crop.  English  Walnuts  in  full  bearing 
(trees  5  or  6  years  old)  will  bring  from  $500  to 
$1000  an  acre  each  year.  The  same  with  Oranges. 
Lemons  must  have  a  frostless  belt,  and  the 
cheapest  land  in  the  frostless  places  sells  for  $400 
and  up  an  acre,  unimproved,  that  is  without 
trees.  Land  set  to  Lemons  sells  for  $1000  to  $1500 
an  acre.  Walnut  orchards  are  also  high  when  in 
bearing.  There  are  sections  here  devoted  to  cer- 
tain things.  Whole  valleys  will  be  set  in  perfect 
rows  of  Walnuts,  the  ground  as  smooth  as  a  floor, 
and  not  a  weed  in  sight.  Orange  groves  will  fol- 
low mile  after  mile.  The  same  way  with  Apri- 
cots, Peaches  and  Prunes.  Strawberries  will  give 
$200  an  acre  a  year  where  they  are  most  success- 
fully grown.  A  grove  of  Eucalyptus  of  30  acres 
will  net  one  about  $1000  every  year  after  three 
years  as  fire  wood.  And  so  on.  But  the  man 
who  loafs  in  the  corner  store  in  New  England 
can't  do  that  in  California  and  then  make  these 
prices.  The  men  who  own  these  perfect  ranches 
of  from  five  acres  up  are  men  of  small  capital  and 
much  brain.  They  must  know  how  to  market 
intelligently;  how  to  handle  men  and  women 
who  pick  their  crops,  and,  above  all,  how  to  irri- 
gate and  cultivate.  Added  to  a  rich  soil  and 
plenty  of  artesian  water,  is  a  perfect  climate,  of 
which  no  one  can  give  any  idea  to  another.  It 
must  be  experienced. 

It  is  true  that  living  in  the  cities  is  higher  than 
some  places  East.  But  one  can  raise  a  garden 
the  year  around  in  the  back  yard,  and  fruits  can 
be  had  all  year.  Meat  and  groceries  average 
higher  here,  but  we  live  on  fruits  and  vegetables 
in  a  way  to  make  an  Easterner  green  with  envy.
